Bautzen, in which beth armies lost 40,000 
men at least, was the advance of the 
French 20 miles, The Swedes aze actu- 
ally in the feld, and the Danes &rriving 
daily in Hamburgh. The Emperor of 
Austria with 80,080 men commanded by 
the Archduke Charles, was read y ta take the 
field if Bonaparte refused to accede to the 
terms proposed. A valuable Portugueze 
ship from Calcutta, captured by a French 
schuoner in sight of a Spanish Port. Ree 
port says, Murat had deserted, but thig 
wants confirmation. „Reporis also state 
that a Generàf Peace. was iu agitation. Ït 
is said that the Emperor Francis insisted.
